Rites Set 
For Early 
City Leader

Death this week claimed one 
of the city's pioneer residents, 
Carroll S. Ashley, 88, who first 
moved to Torrance on Jan. 12, 
1913.

A machinist for the old 
Union Tool Co. ,and later Na­ 
tional Supply Co., Mr. Ashleys 
had been active in the early 
history of Torrance, and had 
prepared a manuscript for a 
pictorial history of the city at 
one time.

Mr. Ashley died Friday in 
Inglewood. He had made his 
home in recent years with a 
daughter, Mrs. Muriel Lund, at 
2219' Gramerey Ave. Another 
daughter, Evelyn Kerns, lives 
in Van Nuys. One sister also 
survives him, Mrs. Edith Bun- 
dy of Los Angeles.

Two days after establishing 
his home here In 1913, he be­ 
came secretary of Torrance 
Hos* Company No. 1, the city's 
volunteer fire department 
headed by Chief H. S. Mc-

city's fire department for 
many years.

Mr. Ashley had kept records 
on many of the old time fami­ 
lies of Torrance, and in' his 
history, had put down the 
dates which many of the city's 
first residents arrived here to 
make their home.
